(Harper’s Young People:) The New- 
koundland dog takes his name from the 
island where he is supposed to have orig- 
inated. Many, however, believe that the 
Nersemen, who discovered America in 
the year 1000, introduced this dog in New- 
foundland. He is by some classified among 
the wolf dogs, while others, on account of 
his large, pendulous ears, say that he 
should not belong to this family, but that 
he and the St. Bernard Should occupy a 
place by themselves. 

The Newfoundland, since. his introduc- 
| tion in England. has i royed. in ap- 
pearance, and is now reer and heavier. 
In Newfoundland and Labrador these dogs 
are used as beasts of burden, drawing con- 
siderable bads of wood and provisions 
on sledges. Their feet are partially 
webbed, and, therefore, they are most ex- 
cellent water dogs. The scent is not strong, 
and, as the dog is slow and clumsy, he 
is not valuable to the hunter, except as a 
retriever, when speed is hot required. 

In the island of New Foundland this dog 
is almost totally black, but the English 
varieties are usualy black and white. As 
a watch dog the Newfoundland is only 
socond to the mastiff. He is amiable to 
children and small dogs. Kept, in confine- | 
ment, he often gets cross, aid ‘ill-tempered, 
and flies at those for whom he has pre- 
viously shown the greatest regard. 

Where a dog cannot be allowed to run, 
and must be chained up, the Newfoundland 
should not be kept. This dog is a great 
life-saver, and by instinct will jump into 
the water to save even an- Peps from

made Mars a study to be undoubtedly a 
covering of glow. What does this signify? 
This enow deposit would be impossible 
without the existence of air. Every drop 
of rain, every flake of snow, and, in fact, 
every cloud we have; is directly depend- 
ent upon an a e for formation. 

Prof. Keissling of ‘Geriiany, in an essay, 
a few years ago, showed conclusively 
that there can be no clouds formed in air 
containing aqueous vapor unless dust par- 
ticles are also present. This would seem 
to indicate the presence of land on Mars 
trom which these particles had their origin. 

Mars has an atmosphere; but the ques- 
tion agitating astronomers ° now is, how 
dense is it? It it were pore hay A known 
that it is embr ‘in a fairly dense at- 
mospheric envelope, then there would be 
no hesitation in affirming that life would 
be possible to mankind, providing there 
Was sufficient land to furnish subsistence 
4 his bodily needs; for although man’s 

life is dependent upon a great many con- 
ditions, these conditions are materially 
fulfilled ..with slight variations, on the 
planet under discussion, with one excep- 
tion. The weight of a body is determined 
by the mass of the planet upon Which it 
rests. Mars being of smaller volume and 
less density, attracts in a lesser degree. 
‘An earth pound when transported to Mars 
weighs. little less than. one-half, so that 
our earthly traveler would experience a 
“buoyancy quite unfamiliar with his ter- 
restrial experience. Every labor would be 
lightened twofold; he could, with the same 
exertion, carry double the weight, run 
twice as rapidly, and jump again as high. 
Whether his system 1 stand the radi- 
cal change is a ques 

The diversity of seasons on Mars is 
greater than here, because of the increased 
inclination of its - ‘axis to its orbit, the 
greater eccentricity of its path around the 
gun, and the almost doubled length of each 
season; so our traveler would experience, 
especlally in the northern hemisphere, a 
degree of cold quite new to him. 

‘There can de no question that physical 
changes are taking place in our celestial 
neighbor. Many evidences of this are on 
record. In Ootober of 1862 Mr. Lockyer | 
of England was observing Mars. His at- 
tention was attracted to a part of Dawes 
Ocean. In place of the usually dark aspect 
of ‘the region a misty, light was observable, 
but as the evening advanced the outlines 
became clearer, though the misty cloud 
had. not been ‘dispelled when he had fin- | 
ished his ‘work. Mr. Dawes,'also observ- 
<7 Mars, dut later in the evening, found 

this particular region entirely clear, but 
the 2 almost dissipated cloud to have 
moved south, no longer hiding the shores 
of Dawés Ocean. have

The petition thaving been reg 
larly received and laid over the requirt 
time, a report on it was due at that meet. 
ing. The only question is whether the new | 
committeerwas prepared to make tts report | 
at that time. If the petitioner Was well 


known to them; and ‘they were fully satig-’ 


fied as to What their report should be, we 
can see no «objection to their reporting: 
at once, and a ballot being taken, as all 
requirements of the regulations have been 
fully met. We do not wish to be under- 
stood as encouraging such proceedings. 
As a rule, committees on character: should 
be continued by granting them further 
time, until they are prepared to report, 
but the work of the lodge should not 
be delayed by their negligence.

Deeming it pos- 
sible that the Indians might attempt to 
pass around us and raid the ranches, I 
had caused a beacon to be built on the 
summit of Signal Butte, and instructed 
Lieut. Crane to fire it if he learnéd the

The Origin of the Rec Recent Fire—Notes 
and Personals. 
‘POMONA, Sept. 1.— (Special 
ence.) The origin of the fire in the engine- 
room of the grist and feed-crushing mille 


Lorbeer Bros., which also destroyed the 


Pomona Steam Laundry, which was at- 
tached to and run by the steam power of 
the mills, and owned by these gentlemen 
and the Sycamore Water Development 
Company, is about as follows, as nearly as 
can be learned from the parties: ‘The fuel 
being used at the time was shavings, etc. 
Late in the afternoon the Gas Company 
sent up to the mills for some crude oil. 
The engineer, Pomeroy, went out to at-. 
tend to this; on returning he removed the 
cap from the gravity oil-feeding pipe (not 
knowing that some one, as he says, either 
during his een then of at some other 
period of the day, turned on the sup- 
ply cock, which he had ‘turned off at the 
time he commenced to use shavings) and 
to his horror fcund that the pipe was sup- 
plied with oil. He quickly put his hand 
over the aperture, but the oil spurted all 
over him and on the hot boiler and burn- 
ing shavings, forcing him, for the protec- | 
tion of his life, to leaye. In a moment 
the fire had spread to the ta&k and every- 
where, burning down this building as well 
as that of the laundry in a very few min- 
utes; and also coming very near burning 
Chinatown. 

Unfortunately Lorbeer & Carter er, the 
; heaviest ‘sufferers by the fire of the 13th, 
had stored there some $750 worth of grain, 
one carload having just been put in. It is 
thought, however, a great portion of the 
grain, ete., will be Saved in pretty fair 
conditton, as was the in the previous 
fire.

WHAT FOREIGNERS. MAY EXPECT. 

These ‘punishments will give you some 
idea. of the horrors. which are bound to 
attend any. protracted war in this part of 
thé world. The Japanese will carry on 
their struggle'-on Western methods, but 
the Koreans and the Chinese will do as 
they have done in the past, and woe be to 
the prisoners who fall into their hands. 
During the war between the Chinese and 
the English. about a generation ago, the 
foreign prisoners were carried about in 
iron cages, and I met an English Consul 
at Canton a few years since who had his 
whiskers pulled out one at a time, while he 
was being shown as a curiosity to the peo- 
ple in an iron pen, the roof of which was 


so low that he could neither sit nor stand 


within it. This man said at the time that 
China should give up a life for every hair 


be lost from his beard, and his position, 


I am told, was such that he was able to 
carry out his threat. The father of the 


present King, who is now at the head of 


the government, murdered the French mis- 
sionaries and the Korean Christians in the 
most barbarous of ways. The heads of some 
of them were cut off, and their top-knots 
being tied together, they were hung high on 
poles, like so many onions. The bodies 
of the dead were brought to Seoul in straw 
bags, and were cast on the ground outside 
the southeast gate. Such things are hardly 
possible today. The Koreans are afraid of 
the foreigners, and the officials have too 
much sense to allow the people to massa- 
cre them. Still, this was only a few 
years ago, and when war comes ‘In at the 
door, common sense flies out at the win- 
dow. 

THE AMERICAN COLONY IN KOREA. 
And this brings me to the American 
colony in Korea. Some of the best men 
that the United States has ever ‘produced 
are now laboring there. Dr. H. N. Allen, 
the secretary of the American legation, 
will, go down into history as one of the 
- greatest of our diplomats. He has done 
| more for Korea than any man ever con- 
nected with the United States legation, 
and if our diplomatic service was organ- 
ized on any other than a political basis 
he would today be the American Minister 
to Korea. He has his wife and his chil- 
dren, two bright boys, with him and his 
house is inside the legation compound.

The jewfish caught off Catalina vary in 
weight from 200 to 800 or 1000 pounds, 
Their meat is very palatable and during 
the season may be found on the tables of 
many of the Southern California hotels. 

Those who intend to visit Catalina dur- 
ing the crowded season, when the eager 
fishermen are out in force, have need 
to make arrangements several weeks in 
advance.

plainly, they are philological lies: Science 
demands something better, and ought to 
have it—stir yourselves ye scientists! Let 
your vocabulary-bearing souls overflow— 
become serpents in so far as you car, and 
give us new words that will be true trans- 
lations of matters ophiological. . .

Among the irrigation plants in coufse 
of construction in Kansas probably the 
most extensive is that of G. M: Munger of 
ka, Greenwood county. He is con- 
structing a reservoir that will cover about 
one hundred and sixty acres with water. 
This is done by du a dam 2800 feet 
long by 38 feet high, at its greatest 
height. This, as desert by the 
Irrigation, Farmer. will catch the storm 
waters from à large area, and will be 
used primarily for the irrigation of a 
re orchard, now just beginning to 
bear. The water will de raised by two 
compound duplex steam pumps, the water 
cylinders of which are 12 by 15 inches. 
Each pump has ten-inch suction’ and eight- 
inch discharge. These pumps will elevate 
the water to a height of sixty-five feet, 
delivering it on the highest part of Mr.

THE OIL BUSINESS. : 
The description of the activity which 
prévails in boring for oll within and ad- 
joining the city Mmits in these columns 
last week has attracted considerable at- 
tention, and a number of inquiries have 
been made by outsiders in regard to the 
possibility'-of obtaining leases of prom- 
ising oi) territory, or of purchasing such 
territory outright. There is still a con- 
siderable amount of land to be had within 
and near the city limits, where the indi- 
cations for oil are as good as they were 
in the sections that have yielded the most 
oti. land can still be had in many 
cases at a reasonable price, but it is not 
to be expected that this will continue to 
be the case, should discoveries still be 
made at the present rate. Already some 
owners of land in what is regarded as the 
oil Delt have taken them out of the mar- 
ket, while others are only willing to sell 
a small portion of their land, or to lease 
the whole of it for a good round royalty. 
The developments during the past week 
have been most e ng, and tend to 


industry. 

Apropos of the fact that cheap oil would 
result in making Los Angeles an imipor- 
tant manufacturing center, there are some 
people in the city who “view with alarm“ 
such a prospect, and say that they do not 
desire to see this become a manufacturing 
city—that it would be an injury to Los 
Angeles should such happen. This is a 
very narrow-minded, not to say silly, stand 
to take. It is a well-admitted ‘fact that 
after a city has reached a certain stage 
of growth through agriculture—as Los 
Angeles has, in addition to being a resort 
for health and pleasure-seekers—it must 
have something of a more solid character 
to insure its further development as a 
metropolis, such, for instance, as mining, 
or commerce, or manufacturing. Manu- 
facturing, especially, is what builds up 
large cities. A certain amount of ‘manu- 
facturing there must be if a city is to 
grow at all in a healthy manner, for no 
city or any nation can grow safely as long 
as it has to send abroad for what it con- 
sumes. 

It does not, by any means, follow that if 
Los Angeles should become a manufactur- 
ing city there would be smelters and soap 
works and tanneries erected along Fig- 
ueroa street and Grand avenue, and out 
in the Bonnie Brae tract. That would not 
de at all necessary. In the first place, 
those who started such enterprises, would 
not want to pay $100 a front foot, or there- 
abouts, for a factory site, nor would they 
want to locate several miles from the near- 
est railroad. They would go where land 
is cheap and where they could have 
switches run into their factories. The 
portions of the city where these requisites 
are found are just those portions which 
would not be injured, but rather improved, 
by the erection of factories—the more the 
merrier. Such, for instance, as the sec- 
tion bounded by Third, Alameda street 
and the river. Then, again, there is a 


venient to railroads in and around Flor- 
ence, where Mr. Cudahy recently purchased 
a large tract, that is especially adapted 
to manufacturing purposes, and will doubt- 
less in time be utilized in such a manner.

NORDH AND SOUTH. 
Attention has been called on several oc- 
casions in these columns to the flourish- 
ing condition vf Los Angeles in compari- 
son with San Francisco. That the same 
remarks hold true when a comparison is 
made detween the country sections of 
Southern California and the northern part 
of the State was strikingly brought out 
at.a recent meeting of ‘the Sate Board of 
Equalization, which was held in Sacra- 
mento for the purpose of listening to rea- 
sons ‘why several of the county assess- 
ments should not be raised. The Butte 
county officials declared that the value of 
much land in that county dad declined 50 
per cent. during the past few. years. 
place assessed for $25 an acre was recently 
sold, and the court confirmed the sale, for 
$15 an acre. ‘As property is generally as- 
sessed at only about one-third of ita real 
value, this shows an enormous falling off.

1 The Assessor of Tehama county announces 


that the low-grade lands in that county 
had much depreciated in value during the 
past year. One 200-acre place, which is 
assessed at $4 an acre, it was stated, could 
be purchased for a $500 mortgage. 

So it went on, through a number of 
other counties, the same story being told 
in almost every case of depreciating 
values. What a contrast this offers to 


the difference of things here in 
Southern California! Dt should be 
noted that in all these cases 


the lands were not irrigated, and were 
used only for grain or pasturage. Wherever 
irrigation has been introduced there was 
no decline lim value, but rather an in- 
crease. The irrigated land had been cut 
up into small tracts and the population 
greatly increased, while the dry land had 
been combined into still larger ranches and 
the popula ion showed a decrease. This 
is another object lesson of the value of 
irrigation. 
SUBDIVISIONS. 


The San Francisco Real Estate Circular 
recently, in commenting upon the dull- 
ness of business in that city, said: ‘‘The 
purchase of any lund for subdivision and 
re-sale is now unknown here, as indeed 


United States.“ 

Commenting upon this astute remark, 
Land and Water truthfully says; ; 

“The circular is in error in saying that 
‘the purchase of land for re-sale is now 
unknown .. . in any city of the United 
States.’ During the past six months there 
has been more real estate subdivided in 
Los Angeles and, placed upon the market 
than for years before, and, in most cases, 
sales have come fully up to the expecta- 
tion of the owners. The lots have been 
mostly sold to people who have built, but 
a portion has been bought for re-sale. In 
business property there has been an active 
market, and the larger moiety of the pur- 
chases have been made with a view to 
holding for a rise. Many sales have been 
at rates, „ ‘when compared with 
prevailing a year ago, show a rise 
of from 15 to 20 per cent., and on some 
of the growing business streets the rate 
of appreciation is very much greater. 
“As to interest-bearing property, which 
has also a speculative value, there has 
been no difficulty in finding buyers, who are 
content to hold the propenty for its pres- 
ent income, believing that soon larger in- 
comes can be made by improvement or the 
the property sold at a large advance. 
While speculation is an important feature 
in sales, it is, perhaps, more proper to 
say that its controlling characteristic is 
investment, which, of course, carries with 
it a large element of the former. This 
is true not only of city property, but also 
of agricultural land. 

“With an exceptionally active building 
season Los Angeles is now passing through 
the dull season, with an active rental 
market and no stock of vacant houses on 
hand. The volume of real estate transfers 
for the past month approximates pretty 
élosely to that of San Francisco, and in 
in the number of transfers we lead that 
city.

Agricultural Literature. 

(Florida Agriculturist:) We can imagine 
we hear the reader exclaim; what has the 
barnyard, the carthorse, the milk-pail, 
the plow; the shovel, the hoe or the gar- 
den, homely objects, interesting, no doubt, 
but by no means literary. What has these 
things to do with literature? Much, my 
dear friends. Let me tell you in this quiet 
way: These things have more to do with 
literature than appears at first sight, for 
in these subjects are found the results of 
scientific knowledge of the great and im- 
mutable truths of chemistry, of physiology, 
of the laws of production, of mechanics, 
of botany, of entomology, in fact, of every 
science and of many arts.. What literature 
has done for theology, for astronomy, for 
all the sciences that elevate and adorn hu- 
manity, she is ready to do for agriculture, 
the art of arts, to which we owe all com- 
| forts of civilized life. Book farming, what 
is it? It is simply the best farming put 
into books—yours, reader, if it is the best. 
A fool cannot write a useful and instruc- 
tive book; an able man must do it—not a 
man of mere accomplishment cr learning— 
but one versed in the business he writes 
upon. It is thus that we have books by 
the dest men in all the departments. 
These make our literature—and to be cp- 
posed to them is to be arrayed against 
knowledge, against schools and the press. 
What is thought of the man who opposes. 
education? And what. is education, but 
to learn to know a thing? If the preju- 
diced reader (prejudiced against book 
farming). knows how to trim his vine, he 
is the.man, if he has words for it, to write 
a béok on the subject—the very man we 
want, for. we are after facts, after 
the’ best mode. And yet this would be 
called: book farming. It is mere prejudice, 
depead upon it. It is one of the most strik- 
ing and encouraging signs of ths present 
periéd, in the history of agriculture, that 
it has been able to call the highest talent 
to its aid, and that men of science, in all 


investigations designed to promote its 
progress. Many of the readers of tbis 
article can remember the time when even 
farmers themselves were quite indifferent 
to the assistance which scientific investiga- 
tions could offer them. All improvements 
were regarded merely as innovations or 
changes for the sake of novelty, and were 
looked upon with distrust, not to say con- 
tempt. Farm work was done in the old 
customary way, or if any change was made, 
it was only with vague hopes of gain. No 
sound principle was followed in either 
case. Happily, these days have passed. 
Men of the highest attainments in science 
now vie with each other in their efiorts 
for the advancement of agriculture and the 
practical farmer is ready and anxious to 
avail himself of their teachings. Mechani- 
cal ingenuity, too, has brought its tribute 
in the form of newly-invented machines 
of inestimable value. Progress has fairly 
‘begun, and it must continue as long as 
the mind of man can devise and his hand 
can execute. No one who has carefully 
watched this progress in agriculture, for 
the last few years, can have failed to 
observe that it is constantly growing more 
scientific, though not, perhaps, less practi- 
cal. Its standard is continually becom- 
ing higher. It is now the aim of all intel- 
ligent farmers to unite science and prac- 
tical skill. These two powers are 
not antagonistic, but each will 
aid the other, and by their help we can 
make ourselves familiar with what is now 
looked upon as ‘the mysteries of nature and 
remove the worst difficulties avhich have 
beset the farmer in his work. The thinker 
in his closet, the chemist, over his cruci- 
ies, and the earnest experimenter in the 
fields, are laboring together for the dis- 
covery of truth, and it is only by ‘their 
united efforts that the highest truth can be

All this eccupied but a minute or two, 
and while the arms were being distrib- 
uted among the Federal officers four men 
were seen advancing up the road, one of 
them carrying a white flag. Lieut. Graves 
rode out to meet them, accompanied by 
six of his soldiers, When they came within 
four or five yards, they halted, and he 
said to the bearer of the flag, Who are 
you, and what do you want?“ 

The was answer was: We belong to Col. 
Anderson’s cavalry. We want those Yan- 
kee officers you’ve got along with you. 
They are the ones that butchered some of 
of our men at Palmyra. They belong to 
MeNeil’s brigade, and Col. Anderson says 
if you refuse to give em up he will take 
‘em anyhow. He has 300 men with him, 
and you can save trouble by giving up the 
Yanks. They're our meat and we're going 
to have ’em dead sure.”’ 

Lieut. Graves replied: Tell Bill An- 
derson, that his damnable proposal is too 
infamous: for me to consider for an in- 
stant. We are Confederate soldiers, and 
he and his men are murderers and thieves. 
Tell himr-if he does not get away from 
my line ef march and clear out with his 
gang of cut-throats in five minutes, I will 
open fire.upon him. Now, be off quick 
and not another word from you. You de- 
serve to be hanged for bringing such a 
proposition.” 

On returning to his command the lieu- 
tenant repeated the message that he had 
received from the guerrilla leader, and the 
answer that he had returned. He found 
that the twenty-two Federal officers 
were armed and formed on the left of the 
line, and he requested them to take posi- 
tion at the center, saying, “Gentlemen, I 
desire you to be where we can guard both 
your flanks.“ 

One of them, a captain, had preserved 
his company flag by secreting it under his 
overcoat at the time of the surrender, and 
holding it in his hand, he said: ‘‘Lieuten- 
ant, with your leave, I will add to the 
gayety of the occasion by hoisting this 
flag on our part of the allied line.“ 

Consent was freely given and the flag, 
attached to an improvised staff, waved 
side by ‘side with the Confederate battle 
Bag a red St. Andrews cross on a blue 

eld. 
The company dismounted and formed 
in one rank, advanced through the open 
wood, while four mounted men were or- 
dered to ride along the road and observe 
the movements of the enemy. They were 
instructed that if they found Anderson’s 
gang advancing they should fall tack with- 
out firing and report, and that, to avoid 
falling into an ambuscade, they should 
proceed in single file at the distance of 
about fifty yards apart. 

It was indeed an extraordinary com- 
mand—a Oonfederate—Federal company 
composed of veterans of both great ar- 
mies. Nothing could have been more in- 
congruous..teated by, the laws of war, and 
yet nothing was more natural than the 
spectacle of American soldiers in the same 
line of battle advancing against the com- 
mon enemy.

THE ABSOLUTE ZERO 


Experiments That are En- 
gaging the Scientific. 


Prof. Dewar's Maryelous Search. for 
the Starting, Point of 
Heat. 
A Famous London Laboratory Where 
Air is Frozen Solid and. Snow 
Storms are Raised at 
Will.

The search for the zero of absolute tem- 
perature is being steadily pushed forward. 
In the laboratory of the Royal institution 
oxygen has been Nquified, nitrogen solidi- 
ned and air reduced to solid, clear glass 
at a temperature 346 degrees below 
zero, Fahr. And now the world of science 


|} is looking to Prot. Dewar as the foremost 


explorer of the untraversed domains of 
extremest cold, the man who will in all 
probability be the first to reach the mys- 
terious point whose attainment promises 
to throw such great and needed light upon 
all the problems, astronomical, physical, 
vital and material, of the univerze in 
which we exist. : 


In all nature there is something so 


| Strange, 80 unimaginable, apart from its 


manifestations, as the mysterious thing or 
force which we call heat. And until the 
measure of heat is changed from the rela- 
tive to the absolute, from the compara: 
tive and relative basis of water thermome- 
ters to the actual of nature herself, thera 
is no promise that we shall know any 
more about it or be any better able to 


conceive it than we are at the presen 
time. 


PROF. DEWAR’S LABORATORY. 
To illustrate the strange mystery of heat, 
let the reader imagine himself for a time 
in the laboratory of Prof. Dewar, viewing 
one of the simplest yet strangest examples 
of the work that is being carried on. 
The amount of heat that is required to 
produce great cold is the first paradox 
that strikes him. Instead of ice and freez- 
ing mixtures, he is confronted with. two 
steam engines, one gas engine, four big 
steel compressors, two large and powerful 
air pumps, and ‘all the wheels, shafts and 
gearing which unite these powerful me- 
chanical agencies, 
+ The whole idea is pressure. Compres- 
sion forces certain gases to become. liquid, 
and when the pressure°is removed and they 
are permitted to return to the gaseous 
state, they absorb from their immediate 
surroundings as much heat, generally 
speaking, as was lost: in lique‘ying them, 
“Nitrous oxide gas is-liquefied by a pres- 
sure of 1400 pounds to the square inch. 
When it gasifies again. it creates a cold 
of 130 below zero. Within its chamber is 
a chamber ethylene gas under a pres- 
sure of 1800 pounds to the square inch, 
and the cold from the evaporation of the 
nitrous oxide liquefies-the ethylene at this 
pressure. Within the ethylene chamber 
is the pipe from the oxygen compressor. 
the oxygen being compressed to 750 pounds 


| to the square inch. When the ethylene 


gasifies or eyaporates,: it reduces the tem- 
perature to 229 below zero, and at this 
point the compressed oxygen liquefies 
‘freely and is drawn-off in quantity, at a 
cost, including the waste, Which, is in- 
evitadly about 90 per cent., of perhaps $500

A PHENOMENON OF HEAT. 


1 This much is preliminary, and may 


not de new. Now, however, comés the 
simple,’ but inconceivable strangeness of 
heat.

The oxygen simmers 
quietly, protected from the heat of the 
room by the glass tompartment about 
it, an outer glass 6hamber, whith {s a 
perfect vacuum and zenduets no heaf. The 
liquid touches the aft ohly at the neck. 
and the cold belt of extremely old oity 

vapor at this point“ prevents any ‘rapid 
evaporation. 


action beside the 1 „ and 
mendous heat and light which it ts giv- 
ing off are sent throwgh a lens, which 
bends the light and heat rays into paral- 
lel tines, and these are then sent through 
the oxygen. Their heat at the point of 
passage is great, far above the ‘boiling 
point of water, say 300 deg. The heat is 
so powerful that it is focused by a burn- 
ing glass, it will instantly set fire to 
wood or paper. This heat is sent through 
oxygen so cold that it will.freeze mer- 
cury, alcohol, or any known liquid, a cold 
of 280 deg. below zero. In the presence 
of a heat which it would seem should 
‘instantly burst it, the oxygen shows no 
sign. It does not increase its ebullition in 
the slightest degree. 
THE VITALITY OF HEAT. 

The oxygen simmers: quietly as before, 

though the heat that is in it, and is pass- 
ing through it, are great and undeniable. 
It is impossible to believe that these heat 
‘rays, after passing through it, have any 
warmth or vitality left in them, but the 
absolute contrary instantly appears. The 
Shape of the oxygen vessel is that of a 
burning glass, and it focuses the heat 
rays a short distance on the other side. 
A piece of paper placed in the focus in- 
stantly bursts into flame, and the heat, 
impervious to the coldest cold obtainable, 
that is ten 
times as cold as ice, shows no diminution 
whatever in its flaming energy. 


| TYNDAUL'S FAVORITE EXPERIMENT. 


It is such altogether dnexpHcable phe- 


‘the scientist. They How that in so far 
as our minds can concetve the forces of 
nature, our power of conception is very 
often, if not invariably, at fault. The 
above is an experiment which Tyndall mas 
first to try at ordinary temperatures, and 
of which he was very fond. He spent his 
life in puzzling over it without any. satis- 
factory solution, and it was doubtless one 
of many equally strange facts which gave 
him so deep and impressive a sense of 
the infinite mysteriousness, of nature. 

It had little of the impressiveness, how- 
ever, with bi-sulphid> of carbon at ordi- 
nary temperatures, that it has with liquid 
oxygen at 280 deg. below zero. He varied 
it somewhat, and showed the wide differ- 
ence between the heat and the light rays. 
He stopped the rays of light altogether by 
using a liquid which Was absolutely im- 
pervious to that medium, No licht came 
out of the oer side, but the invisible 
heat rays passed through as rapidly as 
before, without in the least affecting. the 
liquid, and silently and invisibly were in 
flaming Activity at the focus.when con- 
centrated.

THD WORK AHBAD. 

In the meantime. Prof. Dewar has been 
engaged for many months past in charting 
the strange. country he has reached, build- 
ing up stores, so to speak of scientific 
knowledge, and aggregating facts for the 
use of the scientific world in general, and 
the voyagers. who will come after him. 


** 


Prof. Dewar. 
These are of many kinds, the dull routine 
which devolves upon every original in- 
vestigator, imposing hard and painstaking 
duties upon the scientific spirit, very much 
like those of religion in their way. 
To find the starting point of heat may 
give us an entirely new idea or theory 
as to the when and the how ot it, a new 
lesson in the book of creation, concerning 
which. we have only the simple word of 
scripture: “‘Let there be Nght.” . 
The primal’ conditions of matter at the 
absolute zero can only be forecasted” by 
the conditions of matter at the lowest 
point reached, and so the professor is 
tracing each metal downward to its death. 
There are six farces in nature, according 
to a simple elementary olassification, these 
being gravity, molecular or cohesive force, 
chemical affinity, light and heat, electric- 


How far these are related and inter- 
changeable is not of moment here. One 
of these Prof. Dewar has already cut out 
of the problem. This is chemical affinity. 
He has reached. a point at which it ceases 
entirely, and his bit of pure phosphorus 
floats around in pure oxygen without a 
sign of chemical action. Light is still un- 
affected, as it still changes a sensitized 
photographic plate, even though that plate 
be cooled to 279 deg. below zero.

chance of profit in the near future. Many 


ot the sales that have been made during 


the past couple of months have been made 
to such people as these, who will hold the 
property for a rise. : 

Tho misfortune which has fallen upon 
se al of the Western States in the shape 
of a severe drought will also have the ef- 
fect of bringing a good many new settlers 
to Southern California. A letter was re- 
ceived here this week by a real estate 
agent from a gentleman in Ohio, who vis 
ited Los Angeles last winter, in which he 
states that he and a number of his friends 
are waiting for the first chance to come to 


this section to reside, and expressing the 


wish that they had moved out sooner, while 
they had a chance to get away. He de- 
scribes the condition of affairs in that 
State as deplorable. People are already 
endeavoring to secure extensions upon 
loans which do not fall due until New 
Year’s.

Apropos of the fact that cheap oil would 
rt t in making Los Angeles an imipor- 
‘ant manufacturing center, there are some 
p°%ple in the city who “view with alarm“ 
suc. à prospect, and say that they do not 
desire to see this become a manufacturing 
city—that it would be an injury to Los 
Angeles should such happen. This is a 
very narrow-minded, not to say silly, stand 
to take. It is a well-admitted ‘fact that 
after a city has reached a certain stage 
of growth through agriculture—as Los 
Angeles has, in addition to being a resort 
for health and pleasure-seekers—it must 
have something of a more solid character 
to insure its further development as a 
metropolis, such, for instance, as mining, 
or commerce, or manufacturing. Manu- 
factufing, especially, is what builds up 
large cities. A certain amount of manu- 
facturing there must be if a city is to 
grow at all in a healthy manner, for no 
city or any nation can grow safely as long 
as it has to send abroad for what it con- 
sumes. 7 

It does not, by any means, follow, that if 
Los Angeles should become a manufactur- 


works and tanneries erected along Fig- 
ueroa street and Grand avenue, and out 
in the Bonnie Brae tract. That would not 
be at all necessary. In the first place, 
those who started such enterprises, would 
not want to pay $100 a front foot, or there- 
abouts, for a factory site, nor would they 
want to locate several miles from the near- 
est railroad. They would go where land 
is cheap and where they could have 
switches run into their factories. The 
portions of the city where these requisites 
are found are just those portions which 
would not be injured, it rather improved, 
by the erection of factories—the more the 
merrier. Such, for instance, as the sec- 
tion bounded by Third, Alameda street 
and the river. Then, again, there is a 


| large territory south of the city and con- 


venient to railroads in and around Flor- 
ence, where Mr. Cudahy recently purchased 
a large tract, that is especially adapted 
to manufacturing purposes, and will doubt- 
less in time be utilized in such a manner. 
Nobody who takes pride in the beautiful 
city of Los Angeles would like to see tall 
smokestacks scattered through the resi- 
dence section, but that is no reason why 
Los Angeles should not become a manu- 
facturing city. 
NorH AND SOUTH. 

Attention has been called on several oc- 
caslons in these columns to the flourish- 
ing condition of Los Angeles in compari- 
gon with San Francisco. That the same 
remarks hold true when a comparison is 
made ‘between the country sections of 
Southern California and the northern part 
of the State was strikingly brought out 
at a recent meeting of the Sate Board of 
Equalization, which was held in Sacra- 
mento for the purpose of listening to rea- 
sons ‘why several of the county assess- 
ments should not be raised. The Butte 
county officials declared that the value of 
much land in that county dad declined 50 
per cent. during the past few years. A 
place assessed for $25 an acre was recently 
sold, and the court confirmed the sale, for 
$15 an acre. ‘As property is generally as- 
sessed at only about one-third of its real 
value, this shows an enormous falling off. 
The Assessor of Tehama county announces 
that the low-grade lands in that county 
had much depreciated in value during the 
past year. One 200-acre place, which is 
assessed at $4 an acre, it was stated, could 
be purchased for a $500 mortgage. 

So it went on, through a number of 
other counties, the same story being told 
in almost every case of depreciating 
values. What a contrast this offers to 


the difference of bings here in 
Southern California! It should de 
noted that in all these cases 


the lands were not irrigated, and were 
used only for grain or pasturage. Wherever 
irrigation has been introduced there was 
no decline un value, but rather an in- 
crease. The irrigated land had been cut 
: up into small tracts and the population 
greatly increased, While the dry land had 
been combined into still larger ranches and 
the popula jon showed a decrease. This 
is another object lesson of the value of 


irrigation. 
SUBDIVISIONS. 

The San Francisco Real Estate Circutar 
recently, in commenting upon the dull- 
ness of business in that city, said: The 
purchase of any lund for subdivision and 
re-sale is now unknown here, as indeed 
we believe it also is in every city in the 
United States. 

Commenting upon this astute remark, 
Land and Water truthfully says: N 

The circular is in error in saying that 
‘the purchase of land for re-sale is now 
unknown. . . in any city of the United 
States.’ During the past six months there 
has+ been more real estate subdivided in 
Los Angeles and, placed upon the market 
than for years before, and, in most cases, 
sales have come fully up to the expecta- 
tion of the owners. The lots have been 
mostly sold to people who have built, but 
a portion has been Dought for re-sale. In 
business, property there has been an active 
market, and the. lar moiety of the pur- 
chases have been made with a view to 
holding for a rise. Many sales have been 
at rates, which, when compared with 
‘those prevailing a year ago, show a rise 
of from 15 to 20 per cent., and on some 
of the growing business streets the rate 
of appreciation is very much greater. 

„As to interest-bearing property, which 
has also a speculative value, there has 
been no difficulty in finding ‘buyers, who are 
content to hold the propenty for its pres- 
ent income, believing that soon larger in- 
comes can be made by improvement or the 
the property sold at a large advance. 
While speculation is an important feature 
in gales, it is, perhaps, more proper to 
say that its controlling characteristic is 
investment, which, of course, carries with 
it a large element of the former. This 
is true not only of city property, but also

Agricultural Literature. 

(Florida Agriculturist:) We can imagine 
we hear the reader exclaim; what has the 
barnyard, the carthorse, the milk-pail, 
the plow, the shovel, the hoe or the gar- 
den, homely objects, interesting, no doubt, 
but by no means literary. What has these 
things to do with literature? Much, my 
dear friends. Let me tell you in this quiet 
way: These things have more to do with 
literature than appears at first sight, for 
in these subjects are found the results of 
scientific knowledge of the great and im- 
mutable truths of chemistry, of physiology, 
of the laws of production, of mechanics, 
of botany, of entomology, in fact, of every 
science and of many arts.. What literature 


has done for theology, for astronomy, for | 
all the sciences that elevate and adorn hu- 


manity, she is ready to do for agriculture, 
the art of arts, to which we owe all com- 
| forts of civilized life. Book farming, what 
is it? It is simply the best farming put 
into books—yours, reader, if it is the best. 
A fool cannot write a useful and instruc- 
tive book; an able man must do it—not a 
man of mere accomplishment cr learning— 


but one versed in the business he writes 


upon. It is thus that we have books by 
the dest men in all the departments. 
These make our literature—and to be cp- 
posed to them is to be arrayed against 
knowledge, against schools and the press. 
What is thought of the man who opposes 
education? And what is education, but 
to learn to know a thing? If the preju- 
diced reader (prejudiced against book 
farming) knows how to trim his vine, he 
is the.man, if he has words for it, to write 
a béok-on the subject—the very man we 
want, for we are after facts, after 
the’ best mode. And yet this would be 
called book farming. It is mere prejudice, 
depend upon it. It is one of the most strik- 
ing and encouraging signs of tba present 
periéd, in the history of agriculture, that 


it has been able to call the highest talent 


to its aid, and that men of science, in all 
departments, have devoted their lives to 
investigations designed to promote its 
progress. Many of the readers of tbis 
article can remember the time when even 
farmers themselves were «quite indifferent 
to the assistance which scientific investiga- 
tions could offer them. All improvements 
were regarded merely as innovations or 
changes for the sake of novelty, and were 
looked upon with distrust, not to say con- 
tempt. Farm work was done in the old 
customary way, or if any change was made, 
it was only with vague hopes of gain. No 
sound principle was followed in either 
case. Happily, these days have passed. 
Men of the highest attainments in science 
now vie with each other in their efiorts 
for the advancement of agriculture and the 
practical farmer is ready and anxious to 
avail himself of their teachings. Mechani- 
cal ingenuity, too, has brought its tribute 
in the form of newly-invented machines 
of inestimable value. Progress has fairly 
‘begun, and it must continue as long as 
the mind of man can devise and his hand 
can execute. No one who has carefully 
watched this progress in agriculture, for 
the last few years, can have failed to 
observe that it is constantly growing more 
2 though not, perhaps, less practi- 
cal. 
ing higher. It is now the aim of all intel- 
ligent farmers to unite science and prac- 


tical skill. These two powers are 
not antagonistic, but each will 
aid the other, and by their help we can

A TARIFF LESSON. 


While the United States is talking 
about restricting immigration, Canada 
has been pursuing an entirely ‘differ: | 
ent policy. 

The Canadian government pays 5 
each head of a family who immigrates 
from Europe to Canada $10, and to 
each additional member of the family 
12 years old and upward $5. If they 
settle upon lands west of Ontario 
within six months: after landing in 
Canada they are paid $10 each addi- 
tional, so that a family of six persons, 
12 years of age and upward; are paid 


Canada and settle upon land in the | 


Northwest. The head of the family 
and each male member 18 years of 
age can enter 160 acres of land, and 
at the end of five years, if light set- 
tlement duties have been performed, 


they receive a free deed for the quar- | 


ter-section. They have the right 
to buy the adjoining quarter-sec- 
tion upon five years’ credit at a low 
price. 

Even upon these liberal terms, now: 
ever, the western provinces have 
found it impossible to obtain and 
retain’ settlers. The Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway has 80,000,000 acres of 
as good land as there is in the world, 
but being unable to find settlers for 


it, returned 7,000,000 acres to the gov- 
.ernment. At the same time lands in 


Minnesota and Dakota of the same 
quality sell at $10 per acre. 

Why is there such a great difference 
in the value of wheat lands north and 
south of the boundary line? Since 
1871 the Canadian government has 
expended not less than $150,000,000 
to promote the settlement of Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories, the re- 
sult of which has been an increase 
in population during twenty years of 
only 150,000. In Dakota and Minne- 
sota the gain 5 1870 to 1890 was 
1.365,000— Dakota and Minnesota hav- 


thousands of emigrants who have set- 
tled in Manitoba have left it, deserted 
their farms and improvements, and 
settled in the high-tariff State of Min- 
nesota. The population of Fort Garry 
(now Winnipeg) in 1820 was greater 
than that of St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis combined in 1850. Winnipeg in 
1891 had a population of 25,642. St. 
Paul and Minneapolis combined had 
4 population in 1890 of 297,894. Win- 
nipeg has water communication with 
the interior by the Red River for 300 
miles; by the Assiniboin for nearly 
four hundred miles, and by the Sas-. 
katchewan for 800 miles, Its natural 
advantages are greater than those of 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, yet today 
it has only one-twelfth of the popula- 
‘tion of those two cities. 

The chief reason for this remarka- 
ble difference is undoubtedly to be 
found in the tariff systems of the two 
countries. Whether the northwest-. 
ern ‘section of the United States will- 
continue to grow at so much more 
rapid a rate than the country across

A UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 


Some years ago there was much 
interest taken in the proposal to 
create a universal language and 
teachers of Volapuk, as it was called, 
were to be found everywhere. It was 
a short-lived experiment and one 
hears little or nothing of it now- 
a-days. It looks as if English would 
before long become the universal lan- 
guage. Few of us appreciate how 
rapidly the use of English is spread- 
ing throughout the world. 

Three hundred years, ago it was 
used by less than three million peo 
ple; today it is employed by more 
than one hundred and fifteen million 
people in every quarter of the globe, 
and is continually broadening. In 
the United States alone it is spoken 
by 65,000,000 people, and the British 
Islands by 38,000,000. Canada num- 


French Canadians, who use it with 
more or less fluency. In the English- 
speaking countries of South America. 
it is spoken by 1,500,000 people; 
4,000,000 use it in Australia, and 
2,500,000 in South Africa, India and 
other colonies. The vast total of 115,- 
000,000 represents not people of for- 
eign lands who speak English, but 
only those to whom it is the mother 
tongue. It is estimated that English 
speakers increase about two million 
each year, a progress not equalled by 
any other language of modern times. 
The 3,000,000 people who three cen- 
turies ago used the language lived 
for the most part in the British Isles; 
now it is familiar on every continent. 

Leaving out of account such tongues 
as Chinese and Hindoostanee, the 
chief rival languages with which En- 
glish has to compete are French, Ger- 
man, Spanish and Russian. 
speakers of French do not change in 
number to any important degree, and 
German, if introduced outside its 
native limits, seems unable to hold 
its own. Spanish is of considerable 
commercial value, being spoken 
largely in South America and in the 
southern parts of North America, 
while Russian is like the German in 
being confined to its native heath. 
English, on the other händ, spreads 
rapidly and shows a peculiar and 
suggestive power in gaining control 
when it once has a fair start.

PURE FOOD. 


An interesting exhibition is to be 
held in Boston during the month of 
October, to be called the World’s Food 
Fair. It will give an opportunity for 
the display of California food products 
which our producers and merchants; 
cannot well afford to miss, The asso- 
ciation is composed of about two hun- 
dred of the leading wholesale and re- 
tail dealers of New England. 

The fair will be divided into various 
departments, in order that the work 
may be careful and thorough. One of 
these will be the home department, 
where there will be lectures every day 
on pure food. There will also be a 
model kitchen, in charge of the 
Household Association, which is com- 
‘posed of prominent women of Boston. 
The members of this organization are 
very anxious that California’s food 
products may be displayed. Space 
has been secured, and all that remains 
is for the State board to take up the 
matter. 

One of the directions in which the.

The negroes had had no trial. Their guilt 
had not been proved, and for aught that is 
positively known to the contrary, they may 


. bave been entirely innocent of the crime 


charged against them. Such atrocities as 
this are too common in the South. They 
are an outrageous shame and disgrace to 
‘that section of the country, no less than a 
terrible stain upon our civilization. No 
section of the country can become prasper- 
ous or civilized, in any true sense, ‘where 
law is thus ‘trampled upon. 


The golden youth of the United States— 
and a good many who have some time 
since passed their youth—have been rapidly 
emulating the jeunesse doree”’ of Europe. 
They have adopted the fashion of keeping 
up elaborate country establishments; they 
place their servants in livery; 
they keep their hunters and ride to 
hounds; they keep racehorses and yachts, 
a mistress, and everything else that is sup- 
posed to be the proper thing for a young 
man to keep who is born with a golden 
spoon in his mouth. The latest develop- 
ment in this line is a first-class divorce 
case in the Vanderbilt family, with all 
the attendant scandal that we have been 
accustomed to in English divorce. courts. 
If an income tax could be devised that 
would only affect that class of Americans 
who go to Europe to spend their money 
and do their best to be mistaken for Bn- 
glishmen, we could not feel it in our 
hearts to oppose such an impost.

Outline of the Programme for the Cabrillo

The near approach of the time for holding 
the great Cabrillo celebration at San Diego, 
September 27, 28, 29, commemorating the 352d 
anniversary of the discover of San Diego 
Harbor, is beginning to awaken interest in 
the event throughout the Pacific Coast. The 
plans are almost completed, and a festival of 
three days is the result, which promises to 
be one continuous holiday for all who are 
fortunate enough to enjoy it. It is expected 
that the entire Seventh and Ninth Regiments, 
N. G. C., will de in attendance and engage in 
parades and interesting military maneuvers. 
The street illuminations will be at once origi- 
nal and grand. All the triumphal and other 
arches’ will be illuminated, and thousands of 
gas and electric lights will blazon the even- 
ing parades, the most noteworthy of which 
will be the grand symbolic parade, depicting 
historic events of nearly four centuries.

When the applica- 
tion is large, and is of such materials as 
acid phosphate, ground bone, or hull ashes, 
all of which act more slowly than do meal 
and. the ordinary commercial brands, we 
have found it to be fully as well to make 
the application broade When fertil- 
igers are put in the drill before planting, 
dare must be taken to have them thor- 
oughly mixed with the soil, as, if left in 
bulk, the young roots are sure to be burned 
and withered as soon as they reach it. 
‘Any ordinary amount can be mixed with 
the soil by running a bull-tongue along 
the rows after the fertilizer is. applied. 
When. a second application is made, it 
should be followed at once by a cultivator 
to mix it with the soll. : 

As good results have not been secured 
by the use of commercial fertilizers alone, 
as when they have been used in connection 
with a diberal amount of vegetable matter. 
Humus is just as necessary to a fertile 
field as is potash or phosphoric acid: but a 
soi]. which is rich in humus will often give 
a much larger yield, if stimulated and as- 
sisted by the addition of other materials. 
Lands may de built up*and kept in good 
condition by the use of stable manure, cot- 
ton seed and green manuring; but the 
same results may be. secured at less ex- 
pense if these are supplemented by a lib-
